. AN whole imprifonment and efcape io 
much engrofs the atrention of a.i racks of people 
in Dublin, was always a diltinguithed character, 
but firft obtained that Ceyree ol popularity, 
which he has fince preferved, while atthe fame 
time he rendered himfe!lf obnox:cus to fome of 
the higher powers in that city, on the following 
occafion. 

Some time in the year 1788 of 1789, a young 
girl was, late in the evening, inveigled by a 
woman into her houfe, and onder various preten- 
ces, decoyed into a darkened room, and the 
doors faftened on the outfide upon her, Shortly 
after a man was condudted to the girl by the 
fame woman, who immediately left them toge- 
ther and fecured the door as before. Unfortunate 
for the poor victim, the apartment was fo weil 
calculated for the purpole of iniquity as to render 
all her outcries for relief ineffectual. When the 
man quitted the unhappy cbje& of his brutallity, 
fhe perceived he had left the door open and haiti- 
ly followed ; but in paffing through the hovle, 
could neither fec him nor any other perion. She 
went directly to the dwelling hboufe of her 
parents, an indigent couple who lived at no 
great diflance, to whom, with the timidity pecu- 
liar to innocence, the told her artlefs tale.

Rowan, in tee mean time, apprehenfive that at- 
Aempts might be made upoa the life of the girl, 
if no other expedient could be found to fupprefs 
her evidence, procured her an afylum in the houle 
of a female relation ; and fearing that her father, 
from the diitrefs of his circumitances, might be 
induced to compound the fcanda!l fo voavoidably 
brought wpon his family, prefeated hm with a 
fum of money fufficient to fet him above the 
temptation, aad promiled to fecere him from 
want in future. On the dayof trial, a formida- 
ble bar of lawyers appeared for the defendant, 
to whom Mr. Rowan, (who is himfelf of that 
profeflion,) fepported by the manly firmaefs 
which confcious rectitude infpires, fiagly oppofed 
himfelf: And fech is the force of virtue, fo per- 
fuafive is the langeape which the enab!es her vo- 
taries to employ in her caufe, that, notwithitand- 
ing every exertion which cage'ng could foggett, 
or chicanery diciste, made ofe of by his oppo- 
nents to blacken the charafter of the girl, and 
raile that of the client, he beffied all their at- 
femps, gained his cauie, aod aciwally convicted

piilory. For fome time efter the atiair became 
public, the minds of the people were confidera- 
bly agitated, owing to their not being able to 
difcover who the villain was, that had fo baiely 
Injured the poor girl: ‘The woman, who tared 
magnificently in goal, was too (ecare in bis pro- 
tection to betray her employer, and the girl was 
inaccefible to all but the family in which ihe re- 
fided.

cence aod virtse, was feen to proceed from finif- 
ter motives alone; and though the fioger of a 
legal detection could not with certainty poiot him 
out as the object, nor juftice, with decided confi- 
dence, pronounce, “ Thou art the man,”’ yet the 
almott uscanimous voice of his fellow citizens, 
from many concurring circum/lances, has not fince 
occured to remove it. To the further honor of 
Mr. Rowan be it obferved, that be placed the 
girl in a comfortable and reputable fituation, and 
fir.cly kept bis word with her tather,

The 
mailer had the firlt watch ; the gonner the mid- 
dle watch ; and Mr. Chriflian, one of the mates, 
the morning watch. ‘This was the turn of duty 
for the niphr. 

** Ju before fun-rifing, Mr. Chriftian with 
the matter a: arms, gunaer’s mate, and Thomas 
Burket, feaman, came into my cabin while | was 
afleep, and ieizing me, tied my hands with a 
cord behind my back, and threatened me with 
infant death, if I {poke or made the leaft noile: 
I, however, called fo lood as to alarm every one ; 
but they had already fecured the officers who were 
not of their party, by placing centinels at their 
doors. ‘There were three men at my cabin door, 
befides the four within ; Chriftian had only a cut- 
lals in his hand, the others had mufkets and bayo- 
nets. Iwas hauled out of bed, and forced on 
deck in my thirt, foffering great pain from the 
tightnefs with which they had tied my hands, f£ 
demanced the reafoa of ‘uch violence, but receiv- 
ed no other aniwer thao threats of iahant death, 
if I did not hold my tongue. Mr. Biphinfton, 
the mafler’s mate, was kept in his birth; Mr. 
Nelfon, botanilt, Mr. Peckover, gonner, Mr. 
Ledward, furgeon, and the mailer, were confined 
to their cabins ; and alfo the clerk, Mr, Samuel, 
but he foon obtained leave to come on deck. The 
fore hatchway was guarded by ceniioeley the 
boatiwain and carpenter were, however, aliowed 
to come on deck, where they law me flanding 
abaft the mizen matt, with my hands tied behind 
my back,onder a guard,WitoChriltian ac their head. 

** The boatfwain was now ordered to hoilt the 
launch out, with a threat, if he did not do ic 
inftaotly, to take care of himfelf, ; 

* The boat being ovt, Mr. Hayward and Mr. 
Hallet, midhiymen, and Mr. Samoel, were or- 
dered into it; wpen which I demanded the caufe 
of fuch an order, and endeavored to perfoade 
fome one to a fente of dety ; but it was to no ef- 
fect: **Hold your tongue, fir, or you are dead 
this inflant,” was conttantly repeated to me. 

** The mailer, by this time, had fent to be 
allowed to come on deck, which was permitted 5 
but be was foon ordered back again to his cabin. 














**T continued my endeavors to turn the tide | 
of affsirs. when Chriflian changed the cvtlafs he 
hac im mis hand for a bayonet, that was brought 
ty bem, and, holding me with a ftrong gripe by 
the cord that tied my hands, he with many oaths 
threatened to kill me immediately if I would not 
Be quiet; the villains round me had their pieces 
eocked and bayonets fixed. Particular people 
were now called on to go into the boat, and were 
horried over the lide: Whence [ conciuded that 
with theie people | was to be fet adrift. 


** I therefore made another effort to bring a- 
bout a change, but with no other effeét than to 
be threatened with having my brains blown out.

** It is of no moment for me to recount my en- 
deavours to bring back the offenders to a fenfe of 
theirdaty : ali | could do was by {peaking to 
them in general ; bot my endeavonrs were of no 
avail, for | was kept (ecorely bound, and no one 
but the guard (offered to come near me. 


« To Mr. Samuel 1 am indebted for fecuring 
my journals and commiffion, with fome material 
thip papers. Without toefe [ ad nothing to cer- 
tify whet I had done, and my honour and charac- 
ter micht have been tofpedted, without my pof- 
felling » proper cocument to have de-ended them. 
All this he did with preat refolatios, though
